Cki October 27, 1950, the New Tork Field Division advised by 
teletype that ABRAHA]/ SUROVELL testified before the Federal Grand Jury, 
Southern District of New Tork and that SUROVEH refused to answer questions 
regarding WILLIAIi QANZKSl jn Communist Party activities on the grounds 
that to do so might incriminate hinself.
